They also have a right to ask to 
be credited with the 646 sailors 
that Arizona has furnished to the 
Navy and 52 marines 
The of 
ficers 
who have been 
commis ¬ 
sioned in the various branches of 
the service should also be entered 
in the count 
But the largest credit to which 
they are entitled and which other- 
wise

would not be granted is for 
3472 men furpished 
under the 
first draft 
An additional draft 
of 148 men departed 
about two 
weeks ago and 470 more men are 
now preparing to leave for Camp 
Funston on April 26th 
We also 
claim credit for several hundred 
men who have been inducted into 
various 
special 
and 
technical 
units of the National Army none 
of whom were credited 
oh the 
first draft nor since that time 
It is only by giving credit for 
every selected man that the in ¬ 
justice done to the people of my 
State under the first apportion- 
ment

Up to this good hour Arizona 
has furnished 
more men 
in pro¬ 
portion to the number actually

to military service than 
any other state in the

By that record we have earned
